to it, bur juft put the People in mind of it; what then 

would this Trade be, if the faid Fetters and Reftraints 
were takenoff? = ° 

It remains, in the next place, to give an Account of 
what Foreign Goods we have Exported to France in 
the fame time of Two Months now laft paft; thar the 
Weaknefs and Wickednefs of that Suggettion may ap- 
pear, which the Oppofers are not _alhamed to infitt on, 
(viz.) That -by. the Merchandizes of Great-Britain is 
not underftood the Foreign Merchandizes we Import. 

Alfo by this Account we may fee the Addition to our 
Exportations to France from our Plantation-Goods, 
and Goods of our Foreign Trade ; and Botli together 
will thew a little what a Trace it is we arc now talking 
fo meanly of : As to the Value of thefe Goods, it is not 
doubted, but the Oppofers will at their Rates bring 
them to be worth little or nothing; but Jet any one 
take Mr. Proélor's Price-Courant, and Rate them Im- 
partially, and add the Profit of fuch of them as may 
be fuppofed to be for Englifh Account to them, and 
the Freight, for they cannot now pretend the Ships 
come loaden back, and then let them tell 1s,how much 
they come fhort of One hundred thoufand Pounds in 
Two Months time, without reckoning Scotland and all 
the Out-Ports of England, and without reckoning 
the Clandeftine-Enuies mentioned before under the 
general Head of Flanders, and the Streights, of which 
it is meet to fay a word or two before the Account of 
the other is mentioned. 

1. About Entering Goods to the Streights. Every 
one knows,that France has two great Ports in the 
Streights, befides many fmaller, Marfeilles and Thou- 
ion. How comes it to pafgthat abundance of Goods 
are fent to thefe Ports, and. not one Entry made of 
them, or but one ? And how comes it,chat any Entry 
can be made thither, if no Ship is cleared out 
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for that Port, ot Entred to take iri Goods this 
ther ? But the Truth is this, thar while. the Rea 
Duties remain in France ‘upon Englith Goods, t 
Metchants run great Quantities on Shote there, and 
are not willing to let the Entries here exprefs the 
very Ports they go to, becaufe it is a kind of" givin 
Notice to the Farmers, who may have Corref{pondents 
here for that purpofe, where to expeét thofe Goods : 
So all the Goods fent trom hence to ohias part of France 
are Entred under that General, The Streights. And, 
in time, the MERC ATOR may give a particular 
Account of syhat fuch Ships have-a@ually Carried. 

The fame is the Cafe in Flanders; and thefe 
have excepted great Cuantities of Englifh Goods 
this Account, as particularly fome Entries, which upon 
occafion will be proved to be fent for France; contain=

-~There needs no other Confutation of the Enemies of 
the Treaty of Commerce, or of the Arguments,which 
they ufe againft the Trade to France, than thefe Accounts 
bf Goods Exported juft now at a time, while the Matter 
is in Difpure, and juft now while the Trade is under 
fuch Preffures abroad, and while it pays in General 50 
sa Cent. hay in fome Goods 70 or 80 per Cent. in 
ance. 

“How can it be faid our Manufactures are not faleable 
in France, thar the French will not take them, do not 
want them, uiake them cheaper, and the like, when we 
fee,they will pay 50 per Cent. and 70 per Cent, tor them, 
rither than go without them ? 

How can it be faid, that our foreign Merchandizes 


~ ake not admitted into France by this Treaty, when even 


before the Treaty takes place, fuch Quantities of all forts 
of “foreign .Merchandizes. are admitted ? For here are 
Goods, African Goods, Eatft and Weft India 
Goods, all inclided in the abovementioned’ Account. 
Do any People think,the Treaty fosbids, what was al- 
lowed before? Or is it made to allow,what was forbid- 
den before? 
If thefe Goods, being the Exportation of two Months, 
and two Wipter Months too, would amount, as above, 
e 1. in Value for the Port af London on- 
ly; What muft it be, when the Trade is ‘open, the high 






Duties taken off, and our Goods admitted at the mode- 
rate Imports of 10 per Cent.

Inequality as to the Dutch, ( viz.) that they have had 

a fettled open Trade thither, and we have not; by 

which Means they have filled France with Eait-India 

Goods of all forts, Sugar, Tobacco, Pepper, Indico, and 

the like; nay, with our own Manufactures, of which, 
though the Benefit of the Confumption has been ours, 

yet the Gain of the Sale has been theirs: By this means 

our Export has been infinitely lefs than it would other- 

wife have been, and all that Encreafe of Commerce ) 
which might have been expected to have followed a long 

Prohibition, has been fhortned by the Neglect of open- 

ing our Trade when other Nations opened theirs, which 

is more than an Equivalent. 

The Virginia Merchants may here fee alfo,how foo- 
lifh and weak ‘the Obje&tions againft the Treaty have 
been as to their Tobacco; tor if” a Thoufand Hogfheads 
of Tobacco have been carried into France in two Months 
time, as by the Account abovementioned appears, and 
that NOW betore the Trade is opened, and while it 
lies under the Inconvenience of'a Monopoly in France; 
what fhould it have been, when by the Treaty, that 
Trade would have been fet free in France from the Li- 
mitation of the Farmers? The Virginia Merchants, un- 
der the prefent Decay of their Plantations by the En- 
creafe of Dutch Tobacco, and for want of an extenfive 
Trade for the Confimption of our own, will beft be 
Judges of the Injary they fuffer for want of a Trade, 
which,as it is lately encreafed,is likely to take off 20,000 
Hogflieads of Tobacco a Year: Bur if thefe Men obtain 
their Will, the French may be more likely wholly to 

rohibit it, or fet themfelves to work to plant it in 

rance, as the Dutch do now in Holland, and fo at lat 
may be able to fupply not themfelves only, but the reft 
of Europe, and finifh the Ruin of the Virginia Trade, 
the moft confiderable of all our Plantation-Product.
